ell,here is yet another almost unheard of band with a great demo out but no records as 
lyet. Chances are though that someone will expose them very soon, no matter what you th- 
ink about North American hardcore this bunch sounds fresh, energetic and aware. Not oily 
did they reply, but they taped the interview for maximum effect...demo review elsavhere. 


EYO:WHERE EXACTLY IN CANADA ARE YOU FROM AND WHATS IT LIKE LIVING THERE ? 
Nick:Gee, i'll get my atlas...see, we’re right there: 
Zilla:This part of Canada's really boring, theres lots of rednecks,kinda like farmboys 
or like skinheads with a country and western slant on life... 
Wick:We're on the coast but we don't fish... Zilla :I fish occasionally: NicksWe 
Jive in a city called Fredericton, capital of the province of Few Brunswick in the ma- 
ritimes,its got almost the highest unemployment rate in Canada. 
ZillasIts kinda got a folky culture,its a very conservative type of city,you can walk 
through the city at 2 a.m. without getting mugged but cops would more likely stop you. 
Wick:Theres nothing to &o here except what we do, form bands, get outta here and play 
shows, most of the punks who live here just can't wait to leave.. When you talk about 
the hardcore centres of Canada you're talking about Toronto,Vancouver Montreal... 
ZillazAnd Edmonton to an extent, the bands that have come from there are incredible... 
Nick:Hut Edmonton doesn't have many places to play. 
EXO: WHAT GAVE YOU THE INSPIRATION TO JOIN/FORM A EBAND,PARTICULARLY A HARDCORE BAND ? 
Zilla:Ciaron our guitarist and I knew each other for a coupla years and he's been in a 
lot of different bands... Nick:He played in a pretty prosperous death rock band called 
Kittens In Purgatory and they got nationwide airplay and after that band kinda fell ap— 
art,y'know...as for the inspiration to join a band,I joined in the summer of '85 .. 
Zilla:The first drummer couldn't drum, he said "Oh I can play drums” but when he start— 
ed throwing snare rolls in the middle of choruses we just kinda realised he couldnt 
drum, and i've got nothing against different attitudes but his were TOO different for 
the band, pro-right wing which conflicted with Ciaron and I at the time. 
iNick:I hadn't really played in any bands before this and when I joined I never had any 
real intentions of playing for a long time,I was thinking of filling in till they found 
someone else cos I wasn't really into HC at the time but I became happy with what I was 
doing and proud of my work and it pushed us on to putting out a tape, it was a good 
idea at the time but it didn't really work out...the inspiration to form a band just 
comes from urban frustration you know?...now I just wanna have fun and tell people how 
bored I am, and what I wanna do about it. 
Zilla:We have political songs but most of them are on a personal level,we also write 
humourous songs cos if you concentrate on depressing aspects you'll end up making peor 
le depressed and y'kmow, you feel like killing yourself,but you gotta have fun too. 
FYO:YOU'VE BEEN AROUND FOR OVER 2 YEARS, SO HOW COME YOUR FIRST SHOW WASNT TILL "EB'86? 
Zilla:After the first coupla practises the original drummer and bass player left the 
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d s0 me and Ciaron just kept at it,writing mat- 
evial till Nick joined in August'85.0ur lst show 
was with Scum in February'86 who Pat,our old bass 
player now sings for,there was a big lack of gigs, 
the only place putting on shows was the University 
and the only HC shows were when someone approached 
the University and sorta swindled their way into 
it,to be blunt,the University really sucks... 
Nick-They think its a violent kind of music and 
don't wanna support a violent environment,its a 
lack of understanding,they don't want "them frea- 
ks" walking around the hallways of the student 
union buildings...anyway Rob joined in May'86... 
at this point I think we oughta let you know how 
old we are,I'm 17,Rob's 16,Ciaron will be 21 soon 
Zillaz...And I'm 22,the old man of the band,y'kno 
I guess at this point I should be locked down do- 
ing a business,a wife,and raising a few puppies 
but that just isn't what I want right now.

Nick:The music/art community is where it all st- 
ems from I think.We now play in a Community Centey 
which is part of a church,its been pretty good to 
us actually....ZillazI know a lot of people will 
be saying "Oh how can they compromise like that?" 
but the main function of that Center is to keep 
people off the street and they dont really care 
how they do it...Nick:The church doesn't really 
mind that theres bands inside screaming fuck and 
shit and that every three seconds!!! .... 
ZillazAnd condemning the church for its activities 
--.but its springing up all over in Canada now. 
EYO:TELL US ABCUT SOME OF THE GIGS YOUVE PIAY®SD. 
Zilla:Our lst show was with Scum,people heard 
there was a new band playing,they knew of me be- 
ing in the scene a while and of Ciarons other 
bands,at first it was like Ciaron's band but now 
its just Neighbourhood Watch,its not anyones. 
Nick:Our 2nd show,to put it lightly,was a disas- 
ter...Zilla:Ciarons guitar kept shorting out, I 
was forgetting words and we didn't have a bass—- 
player at the time,a friend was filling in and 
the less said about that the better and it was 
really too bad y'know cos people were thrashing 
the pes room Was going crazy till people rea- 


lised "Hey these guys are really sucking bad here ze 


and people started drifting off the floor and we felt really 

cause we were letting ourselves down,which we were,but cus we let those 
people down. We went on tour next and our first show was Halifax, was 
really nervous about playing out of town so when we went on I was a bun-— 
dle of energy and just went crazy. After a while,people stopped thrash- 
ing and sorta gathered around the stage to watch the band,something i'd 
never really seen before so we left there with the attitude that we were 
gonna be really good...Nick:And that fell apart as the van fell apart:! 
Zilla:45 minutes outside of town we shouldve known this was gonna be tr 
ouble but being young and stupid,we charged forth and the van broke down 
a lot and cost us a lot of money and we missed a couple of shows....we 
were supposed to play in London,Ontario,...heres where we get to slag 
somebody...Nick:We don't usually slag people tut this band really fucked 
us overe.. Zilla:They said "we got a show set up for you,it'll be great, 
no problem,you'll be opening for us in front of a big crowd,you'll get at 
least 150 bucks'I phoned ahead while on the road to find the show had 
been cancelled,if it was even booked at all, I don't know... Nick:The 
band is October Crisis,we finally ran into them when we played Guelph,our 
2nd show on the tour,they tried to hide behind one another so they didn't 
have to face us... Zilla:They just sorta made the singer the spokesperson 
to be nice to us and we didn't have a grudge at the time but, we later 
found out that they tend to do this to a lot of bands,like Problem Child- 
ren,one of the greatest new Canadian bands to hit the scene.....--- 
Nick:Guelph was one of the best shows weve played,theres a big peace camp 
and there was 22 bands over 2 days and it was mally well organised. From 
there we went onto Toronto which was 0.K. but we didn't get to do a sound 
check, but we were well taken care of, and Hamilton was the same,a small 
town just outside Toronto. We did get to play Montreal after,but it was a 
bad slot, TSOL/Nils played the night before and Sudden Impact played the 
night after so not too many people showed up. 

EYO:YOU SAY YOU HAVE BOTH PERSONAL AND POLITICAL LYRICS ,CAN YOU COMMENT 
ON SOME OF THH1...?  Zilla:zA lot of our political songs are on a more 
personal level,one of the first songs we ever wrote was "We Want Peace" 
which was a basic cry for people to start looking at how we're being 
fooled by the government so it is political in the sense that were sing- 
ing about the government."N.A.N."is more directed at groups like the KKK, 
we have another song "Mr.Christian" which is on the demo tape, buy it now, 
and its basically about how a lot of religious organisations are nothing 
more than a scam, Nick:Religion in North America is a billion dollar ind 
ustry now... Zillaz:"Time To Care" is about how some people just don't see 
to care about anything,you know,they'll screw you right over..... 
Nick:You could get mugged on the street and people will walk by and we 
think thats really a sad attitude to have,when lives,happiness or plain 
humanity is at stake. Zilla:The whole dog eat dog attitude totally sucks 
looking after No.1,if you start looking after No.2 and 3 then hopefully 
they'll start looking after you too.....

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PUTTING LIFE INTO PERSPECTIVE 


Ever thought about what life is really like on the other side of the Berlin wall, or behind 
the iron curtain?...I doubt it."That looks a boring page" you'll be muttering to yourself as 
you flick through these pages searching for the best pictures,but often taking a photograph 
is a criminal offenee in Communist countries, doing a zine like this would be liable to get 
you institutionalised for life or something. Heres two articles sent in by Jarek from Poland

We understand the contemporary life as neo-paganism with its polytheism and 
ritualism. Mythology flourishes as never before! Man was not able to and is not 
able to show his inner world and we again say thats excellent. Life of man is 
unreal and man is wreal. Man is a creature of myth, his inside fs a world of 
needs, pseudo-materiality and so much hatred. The universal need of the material 
world and interest in a partner leads to confusion in life, particularly to nar 
conomy, alcoholfsem... only the man who can love can love his life.

Hippies, disco kids, rockers, punks are all elements of Soviet life and have 
been for several years. The new phenomenon is LIUBEROVCY, Three of four years ago 
nobody knew about them, now the spokesman of the Soviet Foreign Office talks about 
them, when they beat Western journalists in an incident on the streets of Moscow. 
seewho are they ?. They are young people from Liubercy, a small town near Moscow. 

These teenagers dress in checked broad trousers, white shirts and tight black 
ties, and every evening they come to Moscow. What for ? Siergiej and Dimitri j 
say “We come to Moscow in order to beat punks, hippies, rockers...” Why? “Hippies 
punks, rockers bring dishonour on the Soviet way of life. We want to clear away 
our capital of this scum!” Liuberovcy consider themselves normal people and 
consider that all people must be standard. Punks and other adherents of "western 
divisions" are not entitled to exist. 

Iiuberovey are not fighting activists of the Communfet Youth Movement, they 
are a voluntary youth movement. "We are The Community, we are divided into groups 
who are commanded by group—chiefs" Igor says, "who want to get at the community 
to produce evidence of courage in fight. Thats not easy" After police raids, 
policemen made a register of members of the underground sport sections in Liub- 
ercy, and about 500 boys were on the list but Liuberovcy, the most active, succ- 
eeded in avoiding the raids. They don't smoke, drink or do drugs, their hobby is 
sport, boxing, physical culture, kung-fu etc. They practise in small secret gym- 
halls in basements and they set up these places and furnish them themselves.....- 
«they practise to fight. ; 

Liuberovcy attack and beat young people of all subcultures and confiscate 
badges, jeans, stout leather jackets and records "unworthy of Soviet people". 
But not only that, they also confiscate normal teenagers expensive and fashionable 
things. Older boys plunder speculators. . 

The hymn of Liuberovcy proclaims: "We were born in Liubercy, we grow in 
Liubercy = centre of great physical power, we believe that our dreams come true, 
«-.bLiubercy will be the centre of Russia, : 

~eeand Russia the centre of the world..... 
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.. EVER THOUGHT HOW WELL OFF YOU ARE? 


So, now you know what your parents meant when they referred to something as "in a worse state 
than Russia". You'll have read that and thought to yourself yeah, the poor buggers have it 
bad over there, but its not them I wanna discuss really, its YOU. Not a day goes by when I 
hear someone whinge on about somthing so trivial that shouldn't be even given a second thought 
at all, If its not people moaning about the long queue in the post office its an oh-so-depr— 
aved schoolkid sobbing himself to sleep because he can't have 50% of his parents income this 
week to spend on computer games, Why is it that in a country where people are supposed to be 
polite and civilised, most people would rather shove an old lady into the dirt rather than 
be last to get off a bus? I don't think anyone really thinks about what theyre doing, if 
theyre not trying to be top dog by ammassing all the material things they can manage, theyre 
drinking themselves stupid to forget the real world because its such a hard place. But i'm 
not just referring to the population in general, usually the same is true for those of you 
who claim to be living your lives "in the spirit of pynk", whatever that means. People say 
create your own rules, be different to what "the system" expects you to be, accept no au- 
thority. Well yeah, sure, but its the very same people who close their eyes to everything 
that doesnt conform to their own idea of an alternative lifestyle....ie the rules of punk. 
Its bad enough being a bit of a hypocrite but stop and think just how many rules you are 
STILL blindly following.

Anyway, ACTIVE MINDS played (EP 
out soon/now folks) featuring the Dixon brothers from Scarborough. At first I th- 
ought it was Ripcord, the sound was similar, crunchy thrash, but once I'd got up 
off me fat arse I was put straight. Hmmm, good and energetic, better things should 
be expected soon. The other band that DID bother to turn up was LEGION OF PARASI- 
TES, Another dose of thrash-o-rama was in store,not much metal surprisingly enough 
as well,and the audience made the most of it by giving the floorboards a good work— 
ing over. Sadly the AA has stopped putting gigs on now,another chapter in the Pyne— 
side gig scene comes to an abrupt halt.... 

I made it to one gig in Farch,but I had to trek over to Manchester for the priv— 
elige. Pwas BGK's last UK gig and there was FO WAY that I was gonna miss them. 
Taking advantage of British Rail's "Mad March" tickets I paid me £4 and hopped on 
the train.2 hours later I was in the land of football and Coronation St, and in 
‘another 2 hours i'd managed to find the bleedin’ Boardwalk at last: Inside was 
hideously expensive food & drink, but a friendly crowd anyway. The ELECTROHIPPIES 
were loud,powerful and enthusiastic, but play a little too much metal for my liking. 
PEED YOUR HEAD on the other hand are not quite as chaotic musically,but have some 
choice tunes, so buy the demo and shoot the singer. (Only kidding folks ,violence 
sueks?). And then it was time for Hollands finest, BCK. Did they dissappoint?...
